tleman [Mr. Blake] has meade a speech ot 
some length, and his speech is in some 
respects liable to the reproach he threw out 
the other day. He bas ingeniously com- 
mingled the question of individual discon- 
tent with the question before the House, 
The question before the Honse has not the 
most remote discontent with imdividuai 
discontent—with parties sho say they did 
not cet their patents soon enough; that 
rights with respect to claims have not been 
recognised ; with half-breed grievances 
which are said not to have received full 
consideration. Those things have nothing 
to do with the present cuestion. The pres- 
ent question is simply this, a settlement of 
the terms on which the Government of 
Manitoba as a Government should deal with 
the Dominion Government and the Domin- 
ion Parliament as such.. The two questions 
have no connection ; but the hon. gentle- 
man has brought them in by the ear, that 
is to say he has so farmerely muddled up 
the question now before the Houge, which 
is whether there terms are reasonable, 
equitable and just, or whether they are 
lavish and too generous or too restric tive. 
No doubt we shall have to discuss fully 
before the blessing of prorogation comes to 
a: the claims of everyindividual dissatisfied 
settler, every dissatisfied speculator, and 
every dissatisfied perton who went to the 
Northweert and whe failed in getting all his 
expectations realized—ne doubt we shall 
have that discussion at some future time 
But it has nothing to do with the question 
before the House, The hon centleman 
ingeniously brought it in He had to make 
a speech on the resolutions, so he took up 
individual discontent, and I must say he 
made the most of it.

own reputation on the face of it; it Is ab- 
surd and childish ; and | am = very” sorry 
the hon. gentleman should have put cred- 
ence in the statement of a disappointed 
man, who felt disappointed because he did 
not happen to have a railway running 
through his barnyard.

the name they would have resisted, How? 
Alaliel! Does the hon, gentleman pro- 
pose that? Forhe says had they been 
freemen worthy of the name they would 
have resisted) Iftnere had been one or 
two or three at the utmost of the Local Acts 
disallowed, we bave certainly been rather 
lavish in passing Railway Acts here, no 

only in passing them here, but in granting 
the companies large land subsidies, Not 

withstanding all that assistance, whether 
the companies are chartered under a Dom- 
minion or provincial charter, there is no 
railway building worthy of the name. There 
is the Canadian Pacific Railway building in 
consequence of the enormous grans we 
have made. There is the Northwestern 
struggling painfully, and 1 has at last 
built 60 miles. lam told that Mr. Pugsley 
and the Long Lake Company have craded a 
few miles, and that there are 50 miles of 
Southwestern Railway built; and that 1s 
the extent of the railway construction In 
the country.

I thought that in Parliament, under repre- 
sentative institutions, in a free country, 
the will ofthe majority was the will of the 
people, and ifthe will of the people return- 
ed a majority in favor of the Government, 
the hon. gentleman may be sorry that he is 
in the minority, but it cannot be helped ; 
and the very statement that a majority of 
the House, a majority on the Railway Com. 
mittee, threw out any Bill whatever,shows 
that according to the will of the represen- 
tatives of the people, that Bill was a bad 
one and one that should not be passed 
With regard to the question of disallow- 
ance, that power can only be excercised so 
far as it is obligatery upon the Government 
under the terms of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway charter, But long before that 
time. when hon. gentlemen opposite were 
in power, there were railway charters ap- 
plied for to Par iament, which came before 
the Railway Comiuittee of that day, and 
my friend from East York, then at the 
head ef the Government, objected to sev- 
eral charters and very properly objected to 
them. The bon gentleman, as exponent 
of that major.ty, leading that majority, in 
the Railway Committee, objected very pro- 
perly to several projected Bills which 
would be adverse, Which would be hostile, 
to the prospects of the Canadian Pacitic 
Railway in which we were all interested on 
beth sides, in which both parties were in 
terested as re presenting the whole peop'e ot 
Canada, The hon, gentleman objected to 
th se charters, and the Government ot the 
present day, following the same sensible 
course, when the Canadian Pacific Railway 
was struggling faithfully with its great un—- 
dertaking —the Government would not al- 
low i's credit to be affected, its prospects 
to be marred, and its trade to be led away 
to foreign channels, long before its road 
was constructed, and before it had @ fair 
chance of competing for the great trade of 
the Northwest. I say that the policy of 
the late Government and the present Gov- 
ernment have been identical in principle in 
that regard although in particular instances 
we might not exactly look with the same 
view upon a particular measure. My hon. 
friend from East York might say for in- 
stance—I do not say it is so—but he might 
say as to a particular enterprise : ] do not 
bel:eve that will hurt the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, I might have a different view ; 
that wight possihly be the case ; Iam not 
at all aware that it isthe case, but I am 
supposing thatprobably such acon tiugency 
might arise, But at all events the princi- 
ple laid down by the hon. gentleman when 
leading the majority of the Railway Com- 
mittee of his day, was the same principle 
which has been laid down ever since, and 
has been supported by this Parliament. 
Now, to come to the points mentioned by 
the hon. gentlemen ag to these resolutions, 
By the way, the hon, gentleman stated that 
there were large reserves made the Govern- 
ment in Manitoba which are greatly injur- 
ing Winnipeg or the rest of the Province.

This, 
of course, still leaves the lands lable 
to taxation and subject to municipal 
liability, and, therefore,does not help 
the railway one whit. What the 
municipalities ought to do in such 
Cases is to continue Lhe ussessments 
in the name of the original purchas- 
ers, and this would debar the C.P.R, 
froma appealing,and still hold the 
properties liable.
